with lighting continually going on In 
somo corner ot tho world, la ns netti- 
ng compared with tho annual record 
ot fatalities duo to trespassing 
on 


American railroads. 


Thousands of lives aro 
sacrificed 


every year an tho result of trcspas- 
»lng on railroad properly. Ignorance 
or carelessness on tho part of tho Ires- 
jnsser Is responsible for most of this. 
Tho railroads nro bonding every ef- 
fort to cut down the awful toll of 
death by posting signs nnd maintain- 
ng police palrol, but they will never 
bo completely successful without tho 
co-opcratlon ot tho gcnornl public. 


Kvery densely populated Industrial 


center near a railroad In a death cen- 
ter. Tho working classes In crowded 
districts, and tramps, furnish tho ma- 
lorlty of victims. Katlronds say pco- 
plo must bo taught to have more re- 
spect for their lives and safety. 


With education,of thin kind In view, 


Iho Pennsylvania railroad Is prepar- 
ing pamphlets In oigiit or nine langu- 
ages. Those will bo distributed 
In 


schools with Instructions to tho pupils 
to tako them Into their homes. Tho 
Doard oC Education of tho State of 
Pennsylvania linn promised Its aid, 
and similar boards In other States 
will bo asked to lend their support In 
disseminating this literature and hav- 
ing It rend aloud In classci. 


Tho assistance ot clerg/mon has 


been solicited, nnd from hundreds of 
pulpltu tho danger of trespassing has 
been preached. From tho good roads 
trntns run by tho Pcnn»>lvnnla rail- 
road through rural districts, und In tho 
farmers granges tho warning has been 
sounded. 


In 1905 It was estimated that thcro 


wcro COO.000 tramps In Iho United 
States nnd their depredations cost tho 
railroads 
$2r..000.000 annually. 
At 


that tlmo tho Pennsylvania railroad 
Instituted a vigorous campnlgn against 
these marauding nomads that swarm 
over tho country every spring, pillag- 
ing, terrifying 
housewives, .lighting 


fires thnt wreak untold d.tmngo, nnd 
sometimes committing murder when 
Ihulr right to Iho as they plcaso at 
tho expense of society Is challenged. 
As a result of this, nnd tho educational 
campaign, tho number ot persons kill- 
ed whllo trespassing on tho railroad's 
properly In violation of tho law, has 
bucn gradually reduced from 887 Ir. 
1905 to OS5 In 1910, nnd tho number ot 
Injured has fallen from 791 to CS2 In 
thu sumo time. To put these figures 
In another way; In 1905 tho railroad 
was killing trcspae«or» at the rato of 
three a day for llvo months of the 
> ear, and two a day for tho remaining 
novcn month*, whllo In 1910 the num- 
ber sucrltlccd had dccrpatod In two n 
day for seven monthn, and one a da> 
for tho other live.

but the number of trespassers klllc-.l 
and Injured each joar Is still appall- 
ing.

less waste of life. They uro perhaps 
tho greatest nuffcrcrn from tho tramp 
nvll and they aro willing to do all In 
tholr power to stamp It out, but this 
cnunot bp accomplished until tho cit- 
izen realties tho seriousness of tho 
matter nnd tnkci lilH part In the cnui.
